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4. Remove 2 (P-2) screws at side of lower 
dash panel and 2 (P-2) screws at bottom of 
panel.

5. Locate the hood release 
at the bottom portion of the 
panel. 


3. Carefully remove side dash panel (4 Snap 


Clips) on driver side of vehicle. 


2. Specialty Tools Needed: Truarc 
Ring Pliers HPC No.TRU-99 or HPC 
No.TRU-55 
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7. Carefully pull outward on lower portion of panel 
and disconnect vehicle accessory plugs. 


9. To remove illumination ring, remove 1 
(P-2) screw. 


6. Pull outward on hood release to allow some 


slack in cable to disconnect from release. 


8. Remove vehicle dynasties plug from its mount on 


lower panel and set panel aside. 
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10. Carefully pull outward on illumination ring. 


11. With lock in “Accessory” position, depress on 


cylinder depression pin located at three o’clock 


position of ignition lock to remove lock. 


12. Pull outward on ignition lock to remove. 


13. To remove ignition lock for housing, position lock to 


remove rubber housing stop. 
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14. With an awl, back out rubber housing stop. 


15. Slide housing toward end of lock. 


16. With lock in “Accessory” position, depress on 


cylinder depression pin to slide housing toward end of 


lock. 


17. Continue to slide housing off of lock. 
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18. Picture of ignition lock. 


19. To disassemble ignition lock, 


remove Truarc ring from ignition lock 


using HPC No.TRU-55 Truarc Ring 


Pliers. 


20. Remove the rubber 
stop of housing and 
facecap. 
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21. Turn facecap to remove from housing. 


23. Picture of ignition lock core. 


22. With core in accessory position, push downward at end of 


indicator arm and pull outward on core to remove. 
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24. Picture of ignition lock parts. 


25. Rear Hatch Lock Removal. Tumblers: 8 / 


Tumbler Positions: 1-8. 


26. Using a P-2 screw driver and 
an awl, remove 6 screw-rivet type 
clips around rear hatch door panel 
edge.

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27. Remove 2 bolt access 


caps at interior hatch 


handle. 


28. Remove 2 (10mm) bolts to remove 
interior hatch handle, 


29. Remove 1 


screw access cap 
at bottom edge of 


panel. 
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30. Remove 1 (P-2) screw. 


31. Using a P-2 screw driver 
and an awl, remove 2 screw- 


rivet type clips at each side 


of upper portion of rear hatch 


door panel. 


32. Pull outward on upper window trim. 


33. Pull outward on rear hatch panel to 
remove, 8 clips. 
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34. Picture of back 
side of rear hatch 
door panel. 


35. Disconnect 2 license 
plate light plugs. 


36. Remove 2 


(10mm) bolts at 


rear license plate 


light assembly.
